not taken seriously and can do lit- 
tle harm, as our people realize that 
It Is simply a. case of a good man 
being misled by the Mnd of false- 
hoods with which we have become 
altogether too familiar In this state 
as emanating from a certain class 
of politicians, The reflections upon 
me personally I was altogether in- 
clined to Ignore. Since, however, your 
article has been used, as apparently 
it was intended to be, by the high- 
est official authority In the 
effort 


to discredit the governor of the state, 
I feel that I am no longer at liberty 
to remain silent.

about the university you speak of

Indicate that locally your article was 
not taken seriously and can do lit- 
tle harm, as our people realize that 
It is simply a case of a good man 
being misled by the kind of false- 
hoods with which we have become 
altogether too familiar in this state 
as emanating from a certain class 
of politicians, The reflections upon 
me personally I was altogether In- 
clined to ignore. Since, however, your 
article has been used, as apparently
